MURDER IN MASSACHUSETTS.

BPIINGFIELD, Mo, M 23 ~The quiet
manufacturing village of Griswoldville, 1o the
township of Coleraine, Franklin county, Mass,,
was thrown intos state of wild exclltement on
Wednesday morning by the announcement
that Mrs. Almia A, Cheney, a well known and
highly respectable woman of forly-five, had
been murdered.

The facts of the ocnse are as follows:—Simeaon
Peck, a very strong tempered man, residing
in the village, hnd had several violant guarrels
with his wife, and had repoatedly threatened to
kill her. His anger was recently ralsed to an
extraordinary piteh by his wife's refusal to glve
biman order ®o that he eould lake from the
Savings Bank $50, which he had depostted there
ip her npame, Bhe refuged, knowing that if he
had the money he would squander it His
threals were 80 violont that Mrs, Peok indoced
Mra. Cheney, a pariloular Iriend of thelrs, to
slay In the housge with her. Mrs, Cheney took
Mrs. Peck's parl in Lthe rfuarre‘l. and roused
Peck's resentment strongly ngainst her. On
Wednesday morning, abont 8 o'olock, Peslt got
u hesvy base ball elub, and after a few momaents
of apparent meditation and hesitation, took off
bis eravat and 1nve it to his son, eloven years
old, who was Lhen the only person present,
remarking as he did so, "You may have Lhat,
sonny, for yoor father has got to die.” Think-
ing, evidently, how the rope would fit his own
neck, Peck then went up stalrs, and, meeting
Mre, Oheney, sprang at her like a demon
slrikln*lhar & tremendous blow, which cleaved
her skull, and left hex a:apareul.fy dead.

Peck immediately rushed down stalrs, and at
the oulside door met his wifa, whom he resolved
to kill, He struok her wilh the vengeancs of a
flend: but she avoided the fall foree of the blow
and etarted for the srteet, serenming for her life
Her husband followed elosely and gave her &
second blow, whiteh felled her to the sarth: buat
nt Lthls junctnre the boy Lhrew a large stone at
his father’s head 20 forelblyjthat it knocked
him down.

A erowd quicgly sathered, and after a despe-
rate encounter Peck was seourad.

Mrs, Cheney was discovered in the house
shortly after, weltering in her gore. She sur-
vived only one hour. Mrs Peockt’s Injuaries,
thongh very severe, ara probably not fatal.

The husband has been heid for trial for mure
der, and will be lodgad till thenjin jall at Green-
fleld. He has long been known nsn man of
ungovernable temper, and was fermerly qulte
Intemperate. He hias made several attempts to
reform, and In 1850 joined a Bapllst, and last
yvear a Melbodist ehuarch; but he has sadly
fallen from grace, and has a reputation of being
lazy and olute. He has manifested the
utmost stolldity and Indifference sinece nis
arrest, and has declared that he meant to ki)
his wife ag well as Mrs. Uhenﬁly.

REFLY OF THE ALLIED GOVERNMRENTS TO TR OFFER
OF MEDIATION FHROM THE USITHD STATH.
From the Buenos Ayres Standard, April 11.

Henident of the United States of Amerioa, Gene-
ral A, Asboth—M. lo Minlsirec—I bave the
honor to reply to Y, E,'a note of the 0th Febro-
ary, ult, 1n which you delgn to communionie
1o me the resolution of the House of Hepresen-
tatives of the United Hiates of America, and
those (the propositions) which, in consequence
ofit, the President submits tothe saveral parties
in the war whioh tLhe Argoentine Iepublic, the
Empire of Brazilfand the Orlental Hepubllo of
Uruguay mwn{. ng against the Government of
Paraguny, asseriing that they do not imply an
lnwrwnﬂon. but a friendly mediation, by
which the United Siates desire to see re-estab-
lished good falth and harmony among the peo-
ples of Bouth Amerion,

The Argentine Government, after having
come Lo an pgreement with its nllies, hastens to
make known to Y, I the resolution it has
adopted,

AS In repeated and constant actsof the Argen-
tine people and Government, the people and
Government of the United States will have
seen Lheamity and n}'mpal.,liﬁ' professed towards
them, and the respect and sdmiration Insplred
by thelr institotions, which the formor en-
deavor to imitate and appropriate, they will
not be sarpiised (o know that the Argentine
lmuple and Government feel highly datiered by

heattention they have regelved, and appreci-

ale very sincerely the brotherly dosire Lo see
the evils produeed by the war in which the
Argentine Republie Is engaged put an end to,
and Lo see good faith and harmony re-established
Among the peoples of South Amerlen,

The noble and generous step taken by the
American ople and*® Government obllges
the Argentine Government to enter Into ex-
planations that may enable them Lo apprecinte
the justice and nbgolule necessity of the deel-
Blon It has adopted with regard to the sabject
that has given rise to Y. 's communieation.

ATLANTA, (., May 24.—An important gene-
ral order on registration has just been issued
by General Pope. The folfowing aro the
salient pointsi—

The States of Georgia and Alabama are dis-
tricted, and a freedman placed on every board
of registration. Registrars are to take the
iron-ciad oath, and to explain to all their
political rights and privileges.

The right to register and vote is gunarantaed
by the military authorities, and violenece,
threats, or any oppressive means to prevent
persons from registering or voting, will be
followed by immediste arrest and trial by
military commission.

No contract with laborers, depriving them
of their wages for any longer time than that
actually consumed in registering or voting,
:riilllhe permitted, under penalty of arrest and
rial.

In cases of disturbances at places of regis-
tration or polls, the civil authorities may
be called on for protection, and in defanlt of
their refusing to proteot the registers or voters,
they will be tried by a military commission.

3d. That the proceedings were in admiralty,
when they should have been upon the com-
mon lawsuit of the Court, by information and
not by libel.

Accident on the Hudson River Railroad.

Povenxeersie, N. Y., May 23.—The Albany
mail train which left New York at forty-five
minutes past 6 o'clock A. M. to-day, on the
Hudson River Railroad, ran on & broken rail
between Germantown and Tiveli. The engine
and first baggage car passed over safely. The
second baggage and three passenger coaches
ran off, but did not upset, though the train
was going quite lively. There were but four
passengers on board, and nobody was hurt.
Being a single track there, the obstruction de-
layed the midday trains several hours. To-
night all the trains are running regularly
again.

THE HON., JAMES STANSFELD, M. F.

The eable has brought nus news of the death of
James Stansfeld, one of the few public men of
eminence in England who, daring ourelvil war,
espoused and warmly defended the canse of the
Union. The deceused was called to the English
bar in 1849, and was elected member of Parlla-
ment for Hallfax in 1850, in which oapacity he
soon distinguished himself by his talents
for debate, and his acournle knowledge
of public affuirs, In 1881 he made, in his
place In the House of Commons, some most
dnmmlnﬁe:pnaum of abuses In the National
dock.yards,. He was auorrtﬂ aflerwards ap-
pointed a Lord of the Admiralty by Lord Pal-
merston, and durlng the short time he held

office, rencered good service in correcting many
of the evils he had brought to lght, 1n 1804,
his name beoame mixed up with that of Maz.

zinl in conneoction with the alleged conspirncy
for the sssassination of the Emperor Napnlaon,
of which elrenmstance advantage was laken by
his Eoli_l-ieal opponents Lo atteck him violently
in the House of Commons, Althongh conselons
of his lntegrity, to save the Minlsiry of which
he wns a member, from embarrassment, he
reslgned his post in the Admlmhgulu April,
184, Mr, Siansfeld was born In 1820, and has
thus been out off while yet in the prime of iife.
